On Tuesday Hempstead county goes to the polls in a 


local option election which will attempt to outlaw liquor and 


The prohibitionists are spraying you with alleged facts 


ar\d figures—the old merry-go-round business of how there 
were umpety-ump arrests for drunkenness in prohibition 
days and umpety-ump-UMP arrests during these days of 
legal liquor sales. 


You know the old adage: Figures don't lie.--but liars do 
figure. 


I say that kindly. The prohibitionists are trying to prove 


something—and when you are trying to prove something 
you only tell as much as suits your case. That's why, when 
you are m court they make you swear: To tell the truth, the 
whole truth, and nothing but the truth. 


The whole truth about police-arrest figures is that they 


mean absolutely nothing. 


Every citizen recognizes that when the law is so magni- 


fied as to make virtually everyone a criminal—as under pro- 
hibition-—the police simply give up and don't arrest anybody 
..,8ut under the legal sale of liquor drunkenness is strictly 
accountable to the police. We demand—and get—law en- 
forcement. 


Don't tell me about prohibition days. When The Star 


was on Mam street a woman was killed by a drunken driver 
—m front of our office. Back in those days officers didn't 
do anything about drunkenness until someone was killed 
Get drunk nowadays and they will arrest you'. 


That's the difference between "prohibition" and law 
and order. 
, _ 
There's nothing new in this debate over liquor—nothing 


you haven't heard, nothing that the nation and state and 
county haven't tried, a generation ago. 


All I've got to say in closing is this: 
Liquor in this 20th Century day is -a muchly overrated 


evil. It was a terror, possibly, back in our pioneer days 
yet our ancestors lived through it. 


Back in those days there were no movies, no automobiles, 


no electric refrigerators, no radios—not much of any place 
to go, and little to spend your money on, except the oldtime 
saloon. No wonder too many people got drunk, back in 
.jhose days. 


But to state that liquor holds the same importance in the ' 


life of our people today is to state something palpably false. 


And I am violently opposed to passing a law that would 


railroad the poor and friendless off to jail just because a few 
strong-minded gentry imagine our country hasn't changed 
one jot in a generation

ment can levy a tax of its own. 
Without contributing to federal in- 
come, il benefits from at least its 
full share of federal public works 
Ami relief cxpendiures. It has all 
the 
privileges 
and 
benefits 
of 


American citizenship except com- 
plete self-rule and a vote in Wash- 
mglon, with none of thc obligations. 


That special status 
is extended 


because without il Ihe two million 
Puoro Ricans could not even sub- 
sist, on their one million arable 
(and 
aiiolher million waste) acres. 
Even with such dispensation they 
barely manage to hold wasted bod- 
ies and oppressed souls together. 


A second consideration is that 


JJuorto Rico occupies a particularly 
strategic location in the Caribbean 
for prgtectiqn of the Panama Canal. 
If WQ grant freedom, it must 
be 


with some provision for defensive 
naval.and air installations on the 
island. 


Before committing ourselves on 


this question of turning Puerto Rico 
loose, we ought lo have firmly in 
mind just how much •—and how—

Railroads 
Spar Over 
Wage Demands 


Chicago, March 18 —(/Pi —Pro- 


posals of two railroad brotherhoods 
for changes in 45 complex working 
ruled are being considered by an 
emergency fact-finding board

Brotherhoods of Railroad

Tramment and Locomotive Engine- 
ers contend the revisions 
would 
raise salaries,

conditions and adjust "inequities" 
in the wage structure.

To have taken a sudden interest in 
a book called "Theory of Games 
and Economic Behavior," which 
was written by two Princeton pro- 
fessors named Van Neumann and 
Morgenstern and

months ago. 


The delayed reaction may be 


duo to Ihe facl lhal the world of 
economics has just finished read- 
ing the book which, according to 
reviews, is 025 pages long, cram- 
med wilh formulas, and very deep 
.gUsh generally. But it mignt also 


fie 
that the sudden interest re- 


flects a general suspicion thai the 
blueprints of long-range economic 
planning can'l always slcer im- 
mccliale events in a chosen direc- 
tion. 


Brave and learned souls 
who 
have read "Theory of Games and 
Economic Behavior" report 
the 


authors have applied to business 
strategy some mathematical the- 
ories that '.hey developed through 
15 years of research on Ihe pro- 
babilily of beating various games 
j4\i chance and / or skill. 


To be sure, Drs. Van Neumann 


and Morgenstern— both eminent 
mathematicians— have been 
lo 
great pains to figure the odds on 
your chance to rolling snake eyes 
or converting two pairs inlo a full 
house. Bui, like so many smart 
gamblers and 
unlike so 
many 


smart 
economists, 
they haven't 


tried to repeal thc capricious law 
of chance. 


From what lillle we know of the 
ii-ofcssors' theory, we suspect that 
'" general application might have 
.. healthy effect on business. We 
further suspect that it mighl even 
be helpful in planning a nalion's 
economic program. 


Long-range planning is a loose 


term lhal covers a multitude of sins 
and techniques in private or gov- 
ernment economics. Such planning 
includes a goal, of course, and- 
usually a scheme for achieving H. 
Bui sometimes we find an econo- 
mic plan whose creators believe 
thai because Ihcy have faith in 
their goal and pride in their hon- 
U'rublo intentions, their methods are 


accordingly as unquestionable and 
unshakable as their objective. 


But it has been demonstrated 
lhat thc most 
honest, 
sincere 


long-range 
methods cannot, 
by 


these qualities alone, dissolve any 
unforeseen and unforeseeable ob- 
stacles before they come inlo view. 
Deficit spending didn't achieve the 
laudable goal of prosperity. Hold- 
Ihe-line price control didn't pro- 
duce full postwar production. And 
so on. 
, i Bul 
Ihe champions of 
deficil 


spending and 
hold-lhc-linc 
price 


control, because they had their 
eye on 
an 
inflexible 
objective, 


clung to an inflexible method long 
after there was abundant evidence 
that some change or modification 
was needed. 


Perhaps il mighl bo well if our 


leaders of government, 
business 


and labor would realize more con- 
sciously that Ihe smart long-range 
planner's aim is lo wind up thc 
winner at the end of Ihe game. He 
doesn't expect to fill every inside 


'••'-• or take every pot.
